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PETITION FOR FAILURE TO RECEIVE MISSING PARTS 

In response to the facsimile transmission received October 22, 2002, of a Notice to 
File Missing Parts (dated as mailed February 21, 2002) Applicants hereby petition the 
Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. §1.181 to allow entry of said missing parts and hold in 
abeyance any failure to respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts. 

In accordance with MPEP 711.03(c), Applicants' attorney, Christopher D. Wait, 
hereby states that the Notice to File Missing Parts for the above-identified application was 
not originally received from the PTO and hereby attests that a search of the contents of 
the application file, the file jacket, and the docket records indicates that the Notice to File 
Missing Parts was not received from the PTO. 
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The regular Patent Department business practice procedure for handling incoming 
United States Patent and Trademark Office's Notice to File Missing Parts followed in this 
case are as follows: 

The PTO mail is received in our department by the Docket Mail Coordinator, 
sorted, and distributed to the appropriate Docket person for processing along with any 
documentation information needed, such as the application file. Prosecution related 
papers from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, including any Notice to File Missing 
Parts, are delivered to the incoming docket coordinator. 

The incoming docket coordinator's docketing procedures, upon receipt of Notice to 
File Missing Parts papers, includes: 

1. Date-stamping the Notice to File Missing Parts with the department date 
stamp: 

2. Entering the PTO mail date on the Notice to File Missing Parts in: 

a) a log sheet tracking all incoming Notice to File Missing Parts; 

b) the computer record; and 

c) on the application file jacket. 

3. Placing the Notice to File Missing Parts in the application file and forwarding 
the application file with the Notice to File Missing Parts, to the appropriate 
attorney for response action. 

Enclosed as Attachments A - C, respectively are copies of the Notice to File 
Missing Parts log sheet showing all Notice to File Missing Parts received during the time 
when the Notice to File Missing Parts should have been received, a printout of the 
computer record for the present application showing all docketed actions and responses 
from December 1998 to present, and a copy of the application file jacket, each of which 
would include an entry indicating the receipt of a Notice to File Missing Parts, if one had 
been received. 
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A review of the log sheets tracking all incoming Notice to File Missing Parts 
received in February and March 2002 (Attachment A) provides no indication tnat a Notice 
to File Missing Parts was received for the above-identified application. 

The computer record showing docketed actions and responses from December, 
1998 to present included as Attachment B. The highlighted entry on Attachment B shows 
all prosecution data and correspondence received from and mailed to the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office.
